By voling in favor of municipal gas the ratepayers of 
Edmonton have effectually answered the question of what

Making all due allowance for the time neces- 
sary for the preparation of the plans it should be possible to 
get the bylaw before the ratepayers not later than the date of 
the municipal election, which comes in February, according 
to the amalgamation agreement. This would make it possi- 
ble for the city to instal the plant during 1912,
